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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 16, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that "Olson et al. doe not teach, disclose or suggest 
controlling a visual indicator to continually indicate a status of the defibrillator when the 
defibrillator is on and when the defibrillator is off in response to the results of the 
operation monitoring". 

However, Olson et al. discloses, the use of both "lid open self test" and "lid 
closed self-test". Since "the opening of the lid 28 is detected by lid switch 90, which 
effectively functions as an on/off switch. In response to this action, power control circuit 
88 activates power generation circuit 84 and initiates rescue mode potion of the 
processor 74"(col. 5, lines 39-43). A closed lid self test is essentially when the 
defibrillator is off. As such, since the AED performs a daily self test, the status of the 
defibrillator is continually checked and indicated. 

Furthermore, a failure of visual indicator to indicate the status of the defibrillator, 
would clearly be indicative of an error condition. For example, a faulty LED would 
indicate an error in the overall function of the AED and thus an error in the AED 
condition. 

The examiner further notes that the functional language and introductory statement of 
intended use of claims 1 and 8 have been carefully considered but are not considered 
to impart any further structural limitations over the prior art. Since Olson et al. utilizes 
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LEDs as claimed by the Applicant, Olson et al. is therefore capable of using the lack of 
LEDs illumination to be indicative of an error. In addition nothing prevents Olson et al. 
from using the lack of LEDs illumination to be indicative of an error. Therefore, the LEDs 
are capable of being used to indicate an error when they are not illuminated. 

The LEDs present a first color if there is normal operation and a second color is 
indicative of an error in the defibrillation circuitry. The "processor 74 then begins its 
rescue mode operation by switching maintenance indicator 20 to a maintenance 
required state (e.g., a yellow visual display in one embodiment)(coL 5, lines 43-46). 
Also, the "maintenance indicator 20 is switched to its maintenance required state by 
processor 74 if faults are identified during the lid closed self-test" (col. 7, lines 65-67). 
With normal operation the "processor 74 switches maintenance indicator 20 to an 
operational state (e.g., a black color in one embodiment)"(col. 6, lines 21-22). 

As previously stated in the prior Office Action, Olson et al. discloses flashing 
indicators, the examiner further notes that the functional language and introductory 
statement of intended use of claims 10, 16, 22 and 30 have been carefully considered 
but are not considered to impart any further structural limitations over the prior art. Since 
Olson et al. utilizes LED as claimed by the Applicant, Olson et al. is therefore capable of 
using the LEDs as blinking LEDs. In addition nothing prevents Olson et al. from causing 
the LEDs to blink. Therefore, the LEDs are capable of being used as blinking LEDs. 

Therefore, Olson et al. discloses a visual indicator to continually indicate a status 
of the defibrillator when the defibrillator is on and when the defibrillator is off in response 
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to the results of the operation monitoring, with a first and second color to indicate the 
state of the defibrillation circuitry. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 1-35 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Olson 
et al. (US 5,792,190) for reasons explained above and previously made of record.
